state supported institutions of higher 
learning except the university of Ar- 
kansas, State Teachers 
College at

WASHINGTON.— (/P)— The l-TT mines 


and quarries in Arkansas produced 
511,367,754 worth of products during 
1029. a report by the Department of 
Commerce reveals. The report was 
bnscd on the 1930 census. 


The mines and quarries in the state 


employed 5,381 persons, of whom 5,030 
were wage earners and 351 were sal- 
aried officers nnd employees. Tho 
employes received a olal of 55,726.799 
rlurinfi the year, of which $4,917,309 
wns wngos and $809,490 salaries. 


Cost of supplies, materials, fuel and 


purchased electric energy for the year 
was $1,703,665. 


The report showed there were 11,602 


mines and quarries in the United 
States during 1929 with an output val- 
ued at $2,392,831.178. Workers, both 
\vauc earners and .salaried employees, 
received a total of $1,205,239,899.

Farm Board Encouraged 


WASHINGTON.-(;P)-The New Or- 


leans conference sponsored by Gover- 
nor Long of Louisiana drew guarded 
comments from Chairman Stone and 
members of the Federal Farm Board 
Friday night. 
But there-was a note of optimism in 


the view expressed. Joy'Chairman 
Stone. The Farm Bard has: already 
agrteed to advan&e within one cent a 
pound of the market price, on all cot- 
ton offered'.by farmers to the cooper- 
ative associations' this year. 


The board recently proposed plow-

are being analyzied by board experts 
to determine if a new workable plan 
might be evolved. 


"The one thing we are trying to do," 


Stone said, "is to bring forcefully be- 
fore the South the absolute^ need- for 
cutting down i on production until the 
existing, surpluses have been .done 
away with. That was what we had in- 
mind when we advanced our plan. It 
has had the good result of making: 
people of the South consider the prob- 
lem seriously. Whether we wil^have 
a new plan remains to be seen." 


20» Million on Hand 


The purchase of 8,000,000 bales of 


cotton at eight cents a pound would 
entail an expenditure of $320,000,000. 
The board was given $500,000,000 by 
Congress. Approximately $105,000,000 
already has been invested in the pur- 
chase of 1,300,000 bales in price sta- 
bilization operations. 
Considerably 


more than that is invested in wheat 
purchases and other 
millions have 


been loaned to co-operatives. On July 
1 the board had approximately $200,- 
000,000 in its treasury. 


This will be heavily drawn on, how- 


ever, in making advances to co-oper- 
ative members in handling this year's 
cotton crop. The advance at present 
price levels will be one cent per 
pound less than the price paid at de- 
livery points.
